The danger of- fire is present all the lime, and what is needed 


' 'is a Uliorougli.conviction 6n-the part of old and yoiihg that' 


safety lies only in standing on'guard against it every day in 
the year. And the.greatesl safeguard against fire is the: habit 
of carefulness. Children should be taught this from the time 
(hey are old enough to understand what they are told, and they 
should not only,-be lold of the dangers, but should be taught 
by example ho\v to avoid them. 


It is proper-thai fire prevention should be taught in the 


schools, but such teaching alone will never-bring about the 
desired results. 
In this Held a great responsibility rests upon 


parents, for it is in the home that the most effective teaching 
of fire prevention can be done. 
And, as a rule, more can be 


accomplished by example than by.precept. 
It is of.little use 


for a.lather to caution his children.with regard to.the use of 
matches ..while .before their eyes he throws live _cigar stubs 
among dry leaves in the yard or into the kindling wood basket. 
If he wa'nts'his children to be-careful he must himself preach 
and practice care and sternly reprove any remissness oil the 
part of'the boys and girls, never failing lo make it plain lo 
(hem why. such care is necessary;' 


There is too much carelessness on the part of aduits with 


reference'to fire risks. There lias grown up a habit of depend- 
ing too largely upon insurance to protect from losses by fire, 
and {od many men feel that when they have properly covered 
their properly with insurance they have done their whole 
duty.-' 


The study of fire prevention is worthy of more attention 


than It receives, but il cannot be compressed into one day of 
the year. The necessity of care should be borne constantly in 
mind, and'children should be taught, in school aiid out,'the 
danger of carelessness in connection wi(h one of the most de- 
structive elements in the world..
